Succulent Annual Pastures 
Palatable and Profitable Green Feed 
for Livestock 


There are three succulent annual 
pastures particularly grown in ri 


country. These are rape, kale and 
cabbage. The last named is not often 
referred to as regards its quality as a 
forage plant, but ag stated in a re- 
cently issued pamphlet by the For- 
age Crop division of the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm at Ottawa, the Sa- 
voy (wrinkled leaf) and Drumhead 
(smooth-leaf) types make a succulent, 
palatable and profitable addition to our 
annual pastures. Experiments in the 
cultivation of these crops have been 
conducted for several years at the 
Central and branch farms and stations 
throughout Canada. High moisture 
makes them difficult to cure, but also 
is responsible for thelr giving satts- 
factory results when pastured or fed 
green,
